Mr. Wells Can See No Rea- 


son for Continued Exist- 


ence of That Body 


The Lowc-H home rule street railway 


committee was described as belnjf of 
little, If any, value to the community 
by George F. Wells, a member of the 
committee, today. Mr. Wells is also 
secretary of the chamber of commerce 
and has had ten years' experience In 
practical Btreet management in New 
York stale. Mr. Wells salJ that lie 
could see no reason for the continued 
existence of the committee, "If it has 
any vulue," he asked, "why was it not 
consulted by the street rnlHvay com- 
pany before the recent change In fare 
rates was jiut into effect?" 


Mr. Wells' statement came about aa 


the result of the publication of the 
news regarding conditions in Fall Riv- 
er, where no change lias been made 
in fare rates, where J30Q.QOQ has re- 
cently been expended for road, im- 
liiovemeius and a profit of 
nearly 


tSO.OOO over operating expenses was 
earned in July. 


The success that has attended the 


operation of the road in Fall Rvcr has 
been due, it is asserted, to the efforts 
of the local chamber of commerce and 
the home rule committee which have

His idea Is tliat the 
president should be like the head ol 
a corporation. In which the ministers 
would lake the part of directors, and 
the premier the managing 
director. 


He is convinced that this plan would 
assure great continuity and cohesion 
In the executive branch of the govern- 
ment. 


In an address outlining his program 


upon entering office, SI. Millerand said 
that It was not so much the disposi- 
tions of the French constitutional SVH- 
lem which aroused criticism as Its ap- 
plication. 


"Kerious reasons." he s,il<i, "rule out 


the election of president by universal 
suffrage, but between that method and 
the method of today there is a gulf 
which can without danger be bridged, 
in my opinion, with great advantage 
by considerably enlarging the electoral 
colrtge."

The fact 
that a man is elected to office is not 
a crime to be held against him. .
